SOLAR POWER 
GETS HOT, HOT HOT 


It's hard to rig the 
rules against increasingly 
competitive green energy 
options. 

By Emily Schwartz Greco 
and William A. Collins 
With so many home- 
owners and businesses 
making greener energy 
choices, private utilities 
— along with big oil, gas, 
coal, and nuclear compa¬ 
nies — see the writing on 
the wall. 

Unlike some other deni¬ 
zens of the fossil-fueled 
set, this gang isn’t beat¬ 
ing oil wells into solar 
panels, retiring nuclear 
reactors, or embracing 
wind and geothermal 
power. Instead, these guys 
are trying to coax law¬ 
makers into rigging the 
rules against increasingly 
competitive new energy 
alternatives. 

You see, the bulwarks of 
conventional energy are 
good at math. And the 
math is increasingly not in 
their favor. 

Solar panels are growing 
so affordable, accessible, 
and popular that sun-pow¬ 
ered energy accounted for 
74 percent of the nation’s 
new electric generation 
capacity in the first three 
months of this year. Wind 
power comprised another 
20 percent, geothermal 1 
percent, and natural gas 
plus other sources ac¬ 
counted for the final 5 
percent. 

Coal didn’t even register. 
OK, so that first-quarter 
surge was kind of an 
anomaly because it in¬ 
cluded the inauguration of 
the Ivanpah Solar Electric 
Generating System, the 
world’s largest solar¬ 
concentrating power plant. 
Through a vast array of 
seven-by-ten-foot mirrors 
located on federal land 
along the California-Ne- 
vada border, this remark¬ 
able site produces enough 
energy to power 140,000 
homes. Another vast 
utility-scale project aptly 


called “Genesis Solar” 
ramped up too. 

But the U.S. solar industry 
did install a record amount 
of new capacity in 2013. 
And once enough folks 
produce their own power 
on their rooftops and 
utility-scale clean energy 
becomes commonplace, 
demand for the juice 
generated by the danger¬ 
ous and dirty oil, coal, gas, 
and nuclear industries will 
fizzle. 

Can you imagine the 
economy weaning itself 
off of fossil fuels by the 
middle of this century? 
That’s what Denmark has 
officially pledged to do. 
Besides, we all need to 
visualize this possibility. 
Unless most of humani¬ 
ty transitions to a new way 
of life powered by climate 
solutions, global warming 
could ultimately render the 
Earth uninhabitable. 

Can you guess who is try¬ 
ing to manipulate legisla¬ 
tion to squeeze a few more 
years out of the dirty-en- 
ergy status quo instead of 
helping make a requisite 
green transition happen? 
The American Legislative 
Exchange Council — a 
secretive national network 
known as ALEC — is 
stalking state capitols for 
just this purpose. ALEC’s 
lobbyists push a broad 
conservative agenda in 
statehouses through tern- 
plated bills they tweak for 
state lawmakers. 

What are these bills call¬ 
ing for? In states like 
Arizona, Utah, and Okla¬ 
homa, there are efforts 
to essentially tax home- 
owners who lease solar 
panels. But mostly ALEC 
is aiming for something 
bigger: gutting individual 
state “renewable portfolio 
standards.” 

Those wonky-sounding 
regulations require utili¬ 
ties to provide a certain 
percentage of power from 
renewable sources at some 
set point in the future. 


Alternative-energy leader 
California, for example, 
has committed to drawing 
a third of its juice from 
climate-friendly sources 
by 2020. 

And who’s paying for this 
dirty work? 

Edison Electric Institute 
(EEI), the trade associa¬ 
tion for the 70 percent of 
the U.S. utility industry 
controlled by private 
companies, is behind it — 
according to the Center 
for Media and Democracy. 
It’s joined in this legisla¬ 
tive attack by coal giant 
Peabody Energy, Exxon¬ 
Mobil, Shell, BP, Koch 
Industries and other big 
fossil-fueled interests. 

It may be hard to believe, 
but so far, foes of sys¬ 
tematically encouraging 
renewable energy growth 
are losing. Badly. Even 
in Kansas. That state’s 
GOP-controlled legisla¬ 
ture refused to repeal its 
renewable energy standard 
a few months ago in a 63- 
60 vote. 

All 13 state-targeted ef¬ 
forts to chip away at or 
kill renewable energy 
standards have failed so 
far this year. Not one state 
rolled back its standards in 
2013 either. 

Who could have guessed 
that renewable energy 
would be so hard to foil? 
Well, anyone who pays 
attention to all the jobs it 
generates. 

The solar industry now 
employs at least 142,000 
people in the United 
States. Solar workers out¬ 
number coal miners in this 
country. In Texas, solar 
supports more jobs than 
ranching and California 
has more solar workers 
than actors. Wind jobs are 
growing fast too. They hit 
a total of 80,000 last year. 
Sorry, ALEC. Even the 
reddest states can’t ignore 
this rising tide of green 
jobs. 



* Golf course 
superintendent Tony 
Sizemore, along with 
Matthew Oliver and 
Dan Dunn, in charge of 
the keeping Sag Hol¬ 
low's course in great 
playing condition, 
aerated the greens last 
week. The process in¬ 
cludes removing plugs 
from the greens with a 
machine designed for 
that purpose, and then 
spreading sand over 
the greens to fill in the 
plug holes. This ensures 
that the greens will be 
well ventilated and also 
soft enough to allow a 
well hit shot into the 
green to "bite", as the 
term used in golfspeak. 
Aeration must be done 
twice a year, in March 
and again in Septem¬ 
ber. The first few days 
following aeration the 
greens are a little sandy 
and slow to putt, but 
after several watering 
cycles and a rolling 
machine to smooth the 
surface, the greens are 
back to normal. 

* The up¬ 
coming weekend of 
September 20-21 Sag 
Hollow will host the 
annual Challenge Cup 
tournament (using a 
modified Ryder Cup 
format) between Sag 
Hollow Golf Club and 
Beechfork Golf Club 


(Powell County). Each 
team will consist of 20 
golfers.

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Owsley County School Board 
Discusses Energy Efficiency 


Mark Saunier 
- President of Comfort 
Processing discussed with 
the board a project of up¬ 
grading the school's climate 
control to help with energy 
efficiency. Mr. Mason 
stated that the school would 
spend 1.5 million dollars 
in electricity in the next 
5 years. He stated that 
they had great chillers and 
great control, up to a point. 
What they were missing 
were the VAC boxes in the 
ceiling that open and close 
to control the heat and 
cool in individual rooms. 

He stated that if they had 
control they could turn the 
chillers on and off when we 
need to. The same problem 
with heat and air is at the 
elementary school stated 
Mr Mason. “If we could 
turn the boiler off when 
the building is not being 
used and turn it back on, it 
would save us money. We 
will spend $40,000 in gas at 
the elementary school this 
year!” said Mr. Mason. He 
stated as an example if the 
board would put $20,000 
plus controls in, they would 
save that much in just a 
short time. Two other 
places the school loses en¬ 
ergy and money is the high 
school library and the high 
school cafeteria. The fix¬ 
tures have not been made in 
years, but you can still buy 
the bulbs. They stay on all 
day and burn an excessive 
amount of energy. Both 
rooms need replacing with 
energy efficient bulbs and 
a couple of classrooms that 
still need to be replaced. 

The elementary school still 
has the old T12 fixtures that 
need to be replaced like the 
high school classrooms. 

Mr. Mason stated that part 
of the roof at the elemen¬ 
tary school needs to be 
repaired. “What we would 
like to do tonight is do a 
RFP to the KY Department 
of Education, no cost to the 
board to to an energy audit 
of what our district needs 
and what money we can 
save.” stated Mr. Mason 
This motion was approved. 

The Title II Report 
was given by Stacey Da¬ 


vidson. She stated that the 
teacher quality budget was 
almost $10,000 less that we 
had last year. “We were 
still able 1 and teachers 
out of this budget.” stated 
Stacey Davidson. None of 
the home schools or private 
schools in Owsley County 
choose to participate in 
Title II. Mrs. Davidson 
stated that In the future. 
Title II will not be able to 
be used to reduce classroom 
size, so it looks like the 
teacher salary will come 
out next year and have to 
be paid out of the general 
fund budget. “If we can't 
use it for teacher salary, 
stated Scotty Combs, board 
member, “what can we use 
it for?” Mrs. Davidson 
stated you could use it 
for teacher retention and 
recruitment. In example 
of teacher retention, you 
can use it to train teachers 
to pay for college courses 
to go back and receive 
additional certifications, 
you can use it for stipends, 
you can use it for teacher 
appreciation activities, pro¬ 
fessional development and 
conferences. And for the 
recruitment, packages you 
can offer a new teacher: 
orientation and support you 
can offer them but it would 
be more about improving 
the quality of your teachers 
instead of keeping the class 
sizes smaller. 

Melinda McIntosh 
was hired as Owsley El¬ 
ementary Academic Coach 
and David Kelton was 
hired as the Owsley County 
Middle and High School 
Academic Coach. 

A motion was 

made by Chad Mason to re¬ 
vise the salary schedule for 
concession worker and gate 
keeper to pay them hourly 
minimum wage instead of a 
stipend. 

A motion was 
made by Chad Mason to 
surplus the fire extinguish¬ 
ers at a rate of $5 per small 
and $10 for large ones. 

This motion was carried. 

60 new fire extinguishers 
were purchased for the 
school district.

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THE ISLAMIC STATE 
AND PSALM 83 

Have you ever 
had that feeling that 
something was about to 
happen? You don’t know 
what it is, but something 
is going on. The world is 
teetering, it is on the edge, 
everyone knows it, every¬ 
one can sense that feeling 
that something is about 
to break, some major, life 
changing event is about 
to take place, but no one 
knows for sure what it is. 

I believe the event 
could be the invasion of 
Israel as foretold in the 
Bible in Psalm 83. The 
people and governments 
of these lands have do 
have a common hatred 
of Israel. In the last few 
months something else 
has come up that these 
areas have in common: 
The Islamic State (IS). 

A breakdown 
of Psalm 83 gives us the 
general gist of what hap¬ 
pens. 

Verses 1-5 speaks 
of the reason for the inva¬ 
sion, “Come, and let us 
cut them off from being 
a nation; that the name 
of Israel may be no more 
in remembrance” (V4). 
The goal is to annihilate 
Israel. Verse 2 mentions 
“enemies” and verse 5 
speaks of a confederacy; 
so we know the invasion 
comes from more than 
one source. 

Verses 6-8 tell us 
who the invading forces 
are. The Bible uses the 
names from the Biblical 
days, but with today’s 
names the people and land 
areas are Lebanon, Syria, 
Jordan, Gaza, the West 
Bank and the Sinai. 

The rest of the Psalm 
tells the outcome of the 
invasion. The invaders 
are destroyed and from 
verse 14 it appears that all 
of them bum, “as the fire 
burneth a wood.” Also, 
the first two chapters of 
Amos describe all these 
lands being destroyed by 
fire. 

But does the Islamic 
State have anything to do 
with this? 

If the timeframe for 


this Biblical invasion is 
anytime close, say within 
the next twenty years, 
one would have to think 
yes. Here is a mndown of 
how the Islamic State has 
been involved with each 
of the areas mentioned in 
Psalm 83 just in the past 
few weeks. 

LEBANON 

The BBC 

reports (http://www.bbc. 
com/news/world-middle- 
east-29126129) that the 
Islamic State may be 
moving into Lebanon. The 
story tells of IS militants 
descending on the town of 
Arsai from the mountains. 
The report goes on to tell 
of the turmoil in Leba¬ 
non that is resulting in 
Lebanon's political elites 
“gradually losing control 
over the masses.” 

SYRIA 

Unless you have been liv¬ 
ing in a hole or have been 
recently hatched, you 
have at least heard that 
the Islamic State has been 
causing problems in Syria. 
Just in the last month IS 
has captured an airport 
and killed hundreds of 
Syrian troops. President 
Obama, on September 
10 authorized the use of 
airstrikes in Iraq and Syria 
because of the havoc the 
IS has been causing. 

JORDAN 

On August 29 Reuters 
reported of a Jordanian 
man leaving his wife and 
children to go fight with 
the IS (http://www.reuters. 
com/article/2014/08/29/ 
us-jordan-security-islam- 
icstate-idUSKBNOGT- 
1C020140829). The man 
was “highly regarded in 
his profession as a radiol¬ 
ogist.” So this is not some 
disillusioned teenager that 
was conned into some¬ 
thing. On Sep¬ 

tember 8 ABC News and 
USA Today, among others 
featured a story that the 
United States “fears” 

IS will attack Jordan. 

(http://abcnews. go .com/ 
Politics/wireStory/us- 
fears-islamic-state-group- 
attack-j ordan-25360435 
and http://www.usatoday. 
com/story/news/poli¬ 
tics/20 14/09/08/islamic- 
state-jordan/15306193/). 


Jordan does have a 
peace treaty with Israel and 
has recently announced a 
deal to buy her natural gas 
from Israel, but according to 
Arutz Sheva 7 news (http:// 
www. israelnationalne ws. com/ 
N e ws/N e ws. aspx/184981#. 
VBMRu6N41dh) there are 
members of the Jordanian 
Parliament that want to cancel 
the gas deal and have the 
peace treaty annulled. 

THE WEST BAND & 
GAZA STRIP (THE PAL¬ 
ESTINIANS) 

The Times of Israel 
reported on September 4 that 
Palestinians were joining the 
fight with the Islamic State 
(http://www.timesofisrael. 
com/palestinians-said-head- 
ing-to-syria-iraq-to-j oin-is- 
lamic-state/). If you are won¬ 
dering if the Palestinians are 
leaving to go fight with the 
IS how long will it be before 
the IS comes to join up with 
the Palestinians? No need to 
ask, it has already started. 

The same article reports of 
an Islamic State rally on the 
Temple Mount which was, 
“attended by thousands, was 
organized by the Tahrir party, 
which the report described as 
being the “Palestine branch” 
of Islamic State.” 

The SINAI 

When it comes to 
the Sinai many news outlets 
including the Times of Israel 
(http://www.timesofisrael. 
com/islamic-state-reportedly- 
coaching-sinai-militants/) 
and Breitbart (http:// 
www.breitbart.com/Big- 
Peace/2014/09/06/Report-Is- 
lamic-State-Training-Muslim- 
Brotherhood-Arm-In-Sinai) 
have reported The Islamic 
State have a training ground 
in the Sinai. 

Where does all this 
lead us? Since the Bible uses 
the plural to describe the in¬ 
vaders, we must assume those 
nations still exist when the 
invasion takes place, but does 
IS have their tentacles around 
the governments so tight that 
they are calling the shots, 
or, do these nations band 
together to defeat the Islamic 
State, then decide they could 
join forces and go for Israel? 
Also, looming very large in 
the background is the United 
States. What role do we have 
to play in all this? Time will 
tell.

Please Take Notice that on September 18,2014 Kentucky Power Company (“Kentucky Power”) expects to file with the Kentucky Public Service Commission (Commission) an application for approval of a new Economic Development Rider (“Tariff 
E.D.R.’j. The proposed effective date for Tariff E.D.R. is October 19, 2014. 

Tariff E.D.R. is intended to encourage economic development in Kentucky Power’s service territory through limited-term reductions in billing demand charges to qualifying new and existing retail customers taking service under Tariff L.G.S., Tariff Q.P., 
or Tariff C.I.P.-T.O.D. that make application for service under the Rider. 

Service under Tariff E.D.R. is limited to qualifying customers on a first-come, first-served basis until such time as a total of 250 MW of new load has been added to Kentucky Power’s system under the tariff. The discount may be further limited during 
such periods Kentucky Power lacks sufficient capacity. 

A special contract, which must be filed with the Commission, is required for service under Tariff E.D.R., and service under the tariff is conditioned upon approval of the special contract by the Commission. The special contract will be for a term equal 
to two times the period of discounted service. 

Two limited reductions in billing demand charges are available under the tariff. The Incremental Billing Demand Discount (“IBDD”) is an annually declining discount available to qualifying customers for a period equal to one-half the special contract 
term. The Supplemental Billing Demand Discount (“SBDD”) is discretionary with Kentucky Power and is in addition to the IBDD. The SBDD is available to qualifying customers that also create at least 25 new permanent job opportunities in the facility 
and that maintain those job opportunities in each discount year. The amount of SBDD is determined by the actual number of jobs maintained in each discount year. 

The present rates and the proposed rates (including the maximum discounts) for each customer classification to which the proposed rates will apply, along with the amount of change requested for each customer classification, are shown in the table 
below:
